$128,000 in Stock in Carle- 
ton Dry Goods Co. 


Among those stockholders who 
have lost heavily through the liqui- 
dation of the Carleton Dry Goois 
Co. are Mrs. Byrd N. McKinn: oy 
5696 Kingsbury avenue, “and Mrs. 
Regina McKinney Fisher, 56358 
Cates avenue, widow and daughter, 
respectively, of Charles 8. McKin- 
ney, one of the founders of the 
Ferguson-McKinney Dry GoodsCo., 
now bankrupt. 

The. Ferguson-McKinney com- 
pany was founded in 1899 by For- 
rest Ferguson and Mr. McKinney, 
who became president and vivre 
president. Mr. McKinney died rt 
the Mercantile Club, following a 
heart attack, on Dec. 5, 1912. At 
that time the company was one of 
the largest wholesale dry goods 
companies in the West, and had 
no connections with the Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. 

Mr. McKinney willed the bulk of 
his estate in equal shares to his 
widow and daughter. An inventory 
filed by Mrs. McKinney as execu- 
trix, showed an estate of $100,300, 
including 1000 shares of Ferguson- 
McKinney stock with a par value of 
$100,000. A supplementary inven- 
tory, filed in 1914, listed 495 shares 
of first preferred stock of the 
Carleton-Ferguson Dry Goods Co. 
and 405 shares of second preferred 
of the same company, their par 
value being $90,000. The Carle- 
ton-Ferguson company was a hold- 
ing company, formed after Mr. Mc- 
Kinney’s death, for the Ferguson- 
McKinney and Carleton companies. 
To pay claims against the e» 
tate, principally notes given by 
Mr. McKinney, 495 shares of Car- 
leton-Ferguson first preferred were 
sold at par, $49,500, and 125 shares 
of Carleton-Ferguson second pre- 
ferred were sold for §87560, or 
$3750 less than par. The stock left 
in the estate, with a par value of 
$128,000. was distributed to Mrs. 
McKinney and Mrs. Fisher. 
About a year ago they received 
notice that the affairs of the hold- 
ing company were being wound 
up, and they had the option of ex- 
changing their holdings for Fer- 
guson-McKinney or Carleton stock, 
They selected Carleton. 

Had they taken Ferguson-McKin- 
ney stock they would have lost the 
whole investment. As Carleton 
stockholders they have received

Eleven of 12 Pay Up in Full— 
Another Held When He

Twelve of 100 traffic ordinance 
violators, who. for the past six 


months have been delinquent’ § in 
payment of their fines, were 
brought into Court by Police Judge 
Beck today, as the result of a 
drive he announced yesterday, 
when he learned that some of 
them had made only one or two 
payments to Assistant Parole and 
Probation Officer George F. Nolte. 

Eleven of the delinquents paid 
their lines in full and were released 
ater being reprimanded.- Harry 
Chidwall, 28 year olds, 620 Marion 
street, who proffered only half of 
his fine, did not fare so well, how- 
ever. He was ordered held and 
told that he would be sent to the 
workhouse tomorrow if he did not 
pay his fine of $25 and costs by 
that time. Chidwall was fined Nov. 
2 for speeding and was instructed 
to report to the probation office 
and make payments weekly. He 
had not appeared once. 

Other delinquents will be 
brought in as soon as probation of- 
ficers arrest them.

Apart 
from its intrinsic value, the coffin 
is an amazing work of art, with 
‘intricate ornamentations, inscrip- 
tions and figures of divinities, em- 
bossed and engraved. 

Deposited upon the mummy was 
a wonderful collection of hundreds 
of articles of personal ornament, 
evidently constituting. part of the 
royal regalia,- and also toilet ar- 
ticles, most of these of gold, and 
lavishly ornamented with precious 
stones and enamels, all of exquisite 
workmanship. 

Another important discovery was 
an ebony statuette of the Pharoah 
heavily ornamented with gold.
